It wa» admitted on all hands 
that the Bchemo looked very -svoU on pfti)Gr, 
and that any one of the threo diiitinotivo 
propositions would bo advantapcoimto the 
Provineo, /^'or/i/r!/ tlio Dominion flovcrn- 
nient irould make the conocKsion; but 
there woro tboao, l)oth in and out of tlio 
House, who prououncod it notonly hope- 
less but idle and absurd to cxpsut nny- 
thing of tho kind, and who denounced 
tho vrholo scheme as designed to ba- 
boo/.le tho pnblic and tide over tho im]>(.>r- 
tfint undertaking for another year, niulor 
a plausiblo subterfuge. Amongst those 
•who entortained this view was tho senior 
member for E3(iuinmlt, who advocated 
the proinioty of having some other scheme 
roailv to substitute for tho Govomment 
one in easo of failure, so as to avoid, if 
possible, tho loss of so nuieh valuable 
time; HUggostiug a (dieapor dook, such, 
for instance, as "Clarke's Patent Lift," or 
» sectional dock, such ns could bo accom- 
plished within tho toruia of tho Federal 
guarantee and would meet the require- 
ments of tho country. With this view he 
moved for tho -whole matter to ho referred 
to ft Select Committee. Tho motion was 
lost on the follovring division:

And 80 the Government scheme, in .nil 
its painted hypocrisy, was adopted and 
ontrnsted to the great Afognl to bo nego- 
tiated at Ottawa. Every suggestion as 
to possible failure was i)oob-poobed, the 
Premier declaring that he was (luito cer- 
tain of obtaining tho concession. Indeed, 
ho vaguely intimated that bo bad author- 
ity for saying that the Dominion Govern- 
ment were prepared to fall in with tho 
scheme. Notwithstanding all that, how- 
ever, wn ditl not hesitate to denounce the 
wholo thing as a cowardly trick to stave 
oil" an important work for another year. 
Tho local organ baa recently been engaged 
in-preparing the public mind fortlie iiievi- 
. tablej development, by letting t!ie Miiiis- 
"terial cat gradually out of the bag. On 
Wednesday it told its readers that the 
Dominion'GoTernment would not scorn 
to ba inclined to increase tho guarantee; 
and it suggests wbi'tlior it would not tie 
wiser, instead of insisting ni)i)n getting 
a dock beyond our moans, ''to comedown 
a little in our calculations, and by tho 
acceptance of a less pretentious and ei- 
Ijensive scheme, secure the immediate 
construction of a dock equal to our 
present requirements." Tlio words arc 
wise enough; Imt they come with singu- 
larly bad grace from tho organ of tho 
Premier who turned np bis nose at tho very 
idea of any such "come down," and, 
with so much ])omposity and dogmatism, 
proclaimed hia ability to get tlio Domin- 
ion (;ov(H'inuont to accede to tho scheme 
he and his fellow statoHmenf I) bad conceiv- 
ed and |)ropounded with such a flourish 
of truiiqints. llis organ now cries pite<jus- 
ly for the very kind of dock lie discarded 
then. But it cries in vain. Had Mr. 
Eobertaon's proposition metwith the eon- 
.siderfltion it deserved, tlie tlovernment 
ivonid have found ilsclf in ,l iiosition now 
to have tho dock constrlictod uiidi'r and 
within tho Federal guarantee, lint the 
Government foolishly rejected that ])rop- 
osition, relying solely upon tho Premier's 
ability to carry out what wiser men warn- 
ed them could not be accomplished; and 
now thorn is nothing for it bnt to wait 
till tho Legislatur*! nieots again— another 
year lost! The organ .seeius to ailvo(tate 
the building of a eheapoi- dock as a coiu- 
meroial speculation, without any refer- 
,'ence whatever to tho Federal guaranteo ; 
and it affects surprise that our business 
men shouldn't move in tho matter. "What 
a come-down I Abandon the Feiloral guar- 
antee, and build a cho.a)) dock oiirstdvi^sl 
How niuoli superior is this i)ro])osition of 
the Preraier'sorgnnto that of Mr. Kobci t- 
BOn, which would have placed tho Ciov- 
ernment in a position to construct the 
dook note, solely upon the Federal guar- 
antee! And this is statemanship! We 
have ])lac(^d on record the names of those 
who voted foi' the I'roniicr's bogus schoini! 
and against one which would Iiavo enii- 
bled till! dock to bo I'oinpleted by tliotiuH! 
tho Legislature asseiuldes again ; and we 
ask tho public carefully to note tho yiMis 
ai}(l the nays of that division and mark 
" well tho development of tho reault.i so 
])li!,inly i're<liide(l both in the Housn and 
in these coluiun::. The organ siiys truly 
tho Province is losing largely for want 
of a dock. But whose fault is it that t he 
dock is still in tho womb of futurity V

The Indian Work- 

A now era has just dawn(}d upon many 
of our Indians in Victoria belonging to 
tho various tribes scattered throughout 
the Province. Up till within a few years 
ago, little 01 nothing was done to civilize 
or christianize the savages who dwolt in 
our midst on account of the opinion 
which tho majority held and which indeed 
])revails to a very groat extent at tliei)reM- 
eiit day that thoy are so low in tiie scahi 
of society that it is impossible to raise 
thom to that pitch thatwould enable any 
one to instil into thoir minds tho least 
amount or degree of mortality; but this 
oi)inion has bean proved to bo erroneous 
and which we hope to substantiate by a 
few remarks. A Sabbath School was in- 
auguratod some three years ago by a few 
men and women who sympathized with 
the Indians and who had made up their 
minds, notwithstanding discouragements 
not only from Indians but also from whites, 
to start out on their mission of love and 
errand of mercy; and with tlio 
Biblo in oiKi hand and the (iospel trumpot 
in tho other, thoy went forth to make 
known to tho sufl'oring sons of God that 
it was for them Christ shed his blood. 
I'''or many months, nay, almost years, 
these few Christian friends strugghid on 
almost against reason for they had to fight, 
not only against ))aganisni and its attend- 
ant vices, bui also against tho fearful 
havoc that was caused thnnigh the sale 
of intoxicating drinks. However, after 
froquent visiting and aswiduous attention

At the end of the third year we wore grati- 
fied to find there was utiil an increaKO, and 
that the school alri'ady numbered sorm^ 
thirty odd. Seeing the progress that 
wan m.ido and finding that it actually wa« 
Ijracticable to christianizo tho natives, it 
was not very difficult to obtain assistants 
to satisfy tiiq increasing demaml. Lawt 
winter, howeyer, thvoitgl) tho iiillucnceof 
some Christian frifinds nqt idon(|l}ort witli 
tho Wesjoyaiis, a number of l^Joi'tliprn 
Indiftiu oiinu) ^0 tha sc]|ool which had 
boon established for the Victoria Indians, 
and on hearing thair simple story of t])o 
cross, as it could only come from a newly 
born Christian, it touched their hearts, and 
manv, very many, of them immediately 
inquired eagflrly after that Savour of 
whoiii they h:\d heard for the iirst time at 
that mooting. At tl|o roijuosi of the In- 
dians Hpooiiil meetings woroliujd und for 
live successive weeks wore theiio meetings 
carried on every night and at tho close 
thero were thirty-flYfl wished to be enrol- 
led as church members. Laat Sunday 
moraiD^ twelve of these tcere baptlzea 



in tho Wesley Church and it was a very 
impressive service. 

T'lius wo see tho result of three years' 
faithful toil to be over fifty members enrol- 
led in tho Cluiroli Kogistor and a Sabbath 
School of over seventy, of whom many 
can read tho Eildo. This must be very 
encouraging to the teachers, but nioro es- 
pecially to tho instigators, and shows that 
with tho Lord on our side we aro greater 
than all that can bo ajgainat us. Toil on 
for tho Slasler and "work while it is 
day for the night comotli when no man 
can work."

HoDBE OF Commons, April 9. 

IJIUTISH COLUMBIA LEGISLAXURK. 

Mr. Mackenzie said that tho session be- 
fore last theBritishOoltimb^ Legislature 
had passed ail Act making their law on 

legitimacy practically the same as tho law 
of Scotland. The .^et was reserved for 
the OBHent of tlio Ciovernor-General. 
It was not dealt with last year, and 
ho believed tho Local Legislature 
had passed another Act of tho kind 
during the.late session.. He asked wlic- 
ther the Government had Italcen any action 
in tho matter. 

Sir John Macdonald said no action was 
t»kon on tho previous bill. Ho bolioved 
another bill had bt-en passed of a similar 
nature, though ho was not aware whether 
it was exactly of the same extent or not. 
The bill had, he believed, just arrived, 
and would be taken into consideration as 
soon as possible. 

THE CONSTITUTION OF THE SENATE. 

Mr. Mills moved the House into Com- 
mittee of the Whole to consider a resolu- 
tion on the subject of the present mode of 
constituting the Senate. Ho said there 
was ft strong focjling in the country that 
tho constitution of the Senate should bo 
mado more pojmlar. He was in favor of 
tho election of Senators liy tho jieoplo, or, 
better still, by the Ijocal Legislatures. 

Tin: li.i LI.OT. 

On tlie motion for resuming tho adjourn- 
ed debate on tho proposed motion of Mr. 
Tremblay, that the bill entitled an Act to 
provide for tho taking of tho polls liy 
ballot at tiio elections of members to servo 
in the House of Commons of Canada bo 
now read a second time. 

After a lengthy debate the House di- 
vided and tho second reading was carried 
by a vote ef 78 to 50. Of the British Co- 
lumbia members, Nathan and DeCosmos 
voted with tho yeas, and Nelson, Thomp- 
son and Dowdney with the nays. 

APllIl, 10 — PROHIBITION 

Mr. Speaker presented a message ac- 
companied with a memorial from the lo- 
cal Legislature of Ontario, afating that 
38 petitions had beon presented to that 
body, from 128,000 inhabitants of tho 
Province, praying for the passage of a 
prohibitory liquor law, and stating that 
such body had no jurisdiction in the mat- 
ter. 

IMUIORATION. 

Total appropriation for Immigrution 
purposes (§121,500) was passed. 

Mr. Popo explained that during the 
])ast year there had been an increase of 
emigration into the country of 10,000, and 
tho.'se who had announced their intention 
of settling in th(> country wore 27,()00. 
.^n arrangement had been made for bring- 
ing out families at a rate of two pounds 
five ahilliiigs per head for thoso who had 
a certificate jfrom a clegyman or magis- 
trate, and irho were of good character 
and expressed their intention to settle in 
the country. Amuch larger immigration 
was expected this year than last year. 

In reply to Mr. Mackinzie, Hon. Mr. 
Pope said Mr. Macdougall was employed 
as ao agent to the Scandinavian Pro- 
vinces, for tho sum of 8200 per month 
for four months, besides travelling ex- 
penses. 

Mr. Young (Waterloo) moved tho House 
into Committee of the Whole to consider 
certain resolutions for an address to Her 
Majesty, setting forth tho disadvantages 
under whi'-.h naturalized Germans suffer 
and praying that steps may be taken fo: 
the redress of the same by the neeotiatio: 
of a naturalization treaty between Great 
Britain and the Gorman States. Ho said 
the resolution was similar to the one in- 
troduced by him last year. Tho impor- 
tance of tho resolution itself, as well aa 
the great interest taken in it by great 
numbers of his constituents, who were 
Germans, had induced him a^in to bring 
it under the consideration of the House. 
It might not be generally known to the 
House that foreigners naturalized in this 
country ceased to l)e British anbject 
whonovor thoy overstepped the boun- 
daries of tho particular colony in which 
their naturalization had taken place and 
lost all their rights as subjects. In man^ 
cases Germans, who had desired to revisit 
thoir liomes in Europe, woro prevented 
because thoy feared to bo called up to do 
military service as (ierinan subjects. It 
was, therefore, evident that Germans 
could not bo satisfied witli tho position 
they held here. The classes of people to 
whom reference has been made, were the 
moat industrious, and they that come to 
the country woro a very valuable acciuisi- 
tion to tho country; but nufortunately the 
contrast which existed between Canada 
and the United States was very discourag- 
ing. To cross tho bordor;tlio immigrantbo- 
camo a United States subject and remain- 
ed BO, no matter where ho may go. If, 
however, thoy camo to Canada, tho}' be- 
come Britisli subjects only for ao long 
as they remained in Canada. In 1870 the 
Imperial Parliament had jiassed a law, 
one of tho provisions of which was that 
any alien who under tho lawa of his na- 
tive country coasod to bo a subject on 
leaving his country, would, after being 
naturalized in tho Jh'itinh Empire, be 
recognized as n, British Hubjo.;t in any 
part of the Trorld; another provision of 
the law was that any naturalized alien 
would be recognized as a British subject, 
with whose native country u naturaliza- 
tion treaty existed. Ho would tlnn-oforo 
move for an address to bo laid at the foot 
of the throne, praying Her Majesty to bo 
pleased to take stops for tho negotiation 
of a treaty with the Goniau States such as 
would put UB in an ecjual position with 
the United States, 

Sir. J, A. Macdonald quite concurred 
in the rosolutions that tho lion, gentleman 
had made. 

Tho House then went into Committee 
and passed the resolutions with a few 
brief amendments of the phraseology. 
The Committee tlicH rose and reported 
tho resolutions as aminidcd.

genoe was suffloienb to onable4hem to take 
the necessary observation.
